Letter II. 


'New York, August 7th. 1840. ' 


'My BEAU JACKSON :—I am/still here, 


amid brick and mortar, suffering intensely 
with ihe healI; laeljriight, the thermometer 
stood a( 98, ..and it was entirely out of the 
question, la' think of Bleeping. I, however, 
endured the roasting with a. good deal ol 
philosophy, while my old friend, of whom I 
spoke in my last.fumed at a prodigious rate,

bought a Julep would., tend lo cool him a 
idle, and, as be is rather fond of such things, 
when they tloiiotcosihim,m<<:/i, I was strong- 
ly inclined to the opinion that it would make 
him better natured ; M I rang the bell, and 
ordered a couple., made in the most approv- 
ed style,—(lie servant soon brought them' 
and in each tumbler was a straw" .through 
which the delicious beverage was ,to:be 
imbibed., My friend took liis"glass, and in- 
slanlly turned tq the servant and said, "you 
confounded black rascal, why did you put 
that dirty straw into my Julep ?',M at once 
interposed to cool his passion, and fully ex- 
plained the matter; he then laughed most 
bcautily, and acknowledged that.'he had 
never seen anything of the kind' before !
